Students at the University of 
Alberta will no longer be members 
of the Canadian Federation of stu- 
dents and the U of A SU will no 
longer follow a Building Policy. 

In two referenda held during the 
general election last week, students 
voted “no” to continued member- ' 
ship in CFS by 64 per cent. The vote 
against restriction other than those 
spelled out in federal and provin- 
cial legislation in SUB was 76 per 
cent. About 27 per cent of the stu- 
dent body, or 7,100 students cast 
ballots. All figures are tentative 
results released by Chief Returning 
Officer Micheal Brings Monday. 

Although the Building Policy vote 
‘failed by a large margin, the Yes 

Building Policy Committee do not 
count the result as a loss. 

“1 think the result doesn’t really 

“show if students want a_ policy 
against racism or sexism,” says Yes 
campaign worker Siobhan Avery. 
“ine question (on the ballot) 
doesn’t mention sexism or racism.” 

The current Building Policy gives 
the SU a mandate to prohibit “sex- 
ist, racist, or otherwise offensive” 
material or events from SU Build- 
ing premises. 

“We don’t think we’ve lost,” said 
Avery. “We've actually accomp- 
lished a lot since our campaign has 
been an awareness campaign.” 

“Everyone we talked to (while 
campaigning) said they wouldn’t 
want to vote for the question on 
the ballot, but we actually changed 
some minds when we talked about 
the rights of women and minority 
groups.” 

The referendum question read: 
“Do you wish the SU to place res- 
trictions is addition to those which 
exist within federal and provincial 
laws, on activities in the SU Build-

Ballot re-count set for today

Controversy surrounds th«:" un-official ‘results of last 
Thursday and Friday’s voting in the Students’ Union 


general election. 


Some of the staff of the returning office and some cam- 
paign workers are wondering why the ballots were only 
counted once over the weekend and why the call for an 
official re-count was not made until today. 

Chief Returning Officer Michael Brings said although there were 
mistakes made by the counting staff, a second count of ballots is not 
“automatic” even with the close margin of some of the races. He 
said a foul-up with the counting staff accounted for the delay in the 


call for the re-count. 


A re-count is not required by the elections by-law, he said. 
The re-count is scheduled to begin today at 3 p.m. 


The “un-official” results, an- 
nounced early Saturday morning, 
have Mike Nickel of Initiatives ’85 
elected SU president, Caroline 
Nevin and Gayle Morris, both of 
the Progressive Alternative slate, 
elected VP Academic and VP 
External respectively. Rob Splane 
was elected VP Finance and Admin- 
istration and Scott Richardson was

Avery’s committee had started a 
post card campaign asking students 
to sign a petition which read: “This 
referendum question is so confus- 
ing that interpretation of the results 
will be impossible. | wish to take a 
clear stand. | fully support a build- 
ing policy which restricts sexist and 
racist materiais and/or events.” 

Avery says the committee has yet 
to count the number of “ballots” it 
has received. 

“1 don’t think this campagn is 
going to end,” said Avery. “eve- 
ryone who worked on the cam- 
paign will still fight racism and sex- 
ism on this campus.” 

_ But for SU VP Internal Gord 
Stamp, the issue is dead. 

Saying he felt “vindicated” by 
the results, Stamp said, “It proved 
I’m right; students don’t want the 
SU as a babysitter. It was a policy 
that was shoved down their throats. 
The people who were responsible 
for it (three years ago) forgot who 
they were serving.” 

Stamp said the SU has a mandate 
to “protect students”, but wants 
questions of racism and sexism to 
be resolved by students in the form 
of protests. 

“Would you believe that the 
External Affairs Board over the 
summer wanted to bring in Jim 
Keegstra?” queried Stamp. “He 
should have been allowed in the 
theatre. The students would have 
butchered him, but it should be up 
to the students.” 

Meanwhile, mum’s the word at 
the No CFS camp, where campaign 
leader Ken Bosman has imposed a 
silence policy against the Gateway. 
In a written statement, Bosman 
said: “It is our belief that any state- 
ments we may issue to the Gateway 
stand a significant chance of being 


misquoted, taken out of context, or 
otherwise distorted so as to alter 
the intended meaning.” 

Bosman was approached Mon- 
day for comment on the referen- 
dum results, but declined. “I’m 
issuing no statement.” 

David Blatt, organizer for the Yes 
CFS committee, was unavailable 
for comment. 


David Blatt, organizer of the Yes 
CFS committee, had mixed feelings 
about the results. 

“It was a disappointment that we 
lost, but at the same time, | believe 
the result was favorable,” said Blatt. 
“We realized a long time ago we 
probably would not win. Getting 35 
per cent of the vote was not embar- 
rassing. It showed that we ran a 
good campaign and that people 


were listening.” 

Although he feels encouraged, 
Blatt doubts pro-CFS forces will be 
at work at the U of A for a while. 


“I think CFS will be put to rest at 
the U of A for a couple of years,” 
said Blatt. He added that the execu- 
tive elected after the referendum 
will be reluctant to take action con- 
trary to the No CFS vote. 


Blatt disagrees with speculation 
that the absence of the U of A in 
the national lobby group would 
spell CFS’s demise. 

“I think it will make it difficult for 
CFS financially next year and for its 
membership campaigns at other 
large universities. However, | still 
see a lot of hope for it to continue.” 


Fire in HUB pedway

A fire in the pedway between 


HUB Mall and the Humanities 
Building yesterday morning was ° 


caused by a faulty overhead heater. 
The fire caused between $10,000 
and $15,000 damage. 


The City Fire department re- 
sponded to a call from campus 
security at about three a.m. yester- 
day morning. 

Campus Security Director Doug 
Langevin said security personnel 
noticed a fire in the area at three 
a.m. yesterday morning and noti- 
fied campus security who in turn 
called the fire department. 

The Physical Plant Director, Gord 


Bulat, said several pieces of furni- 


ture were destroyed in the fire as 

well as 12 nearby windows that 

were either cracked or broken. 
The area also sustained severe 


smoke and water damage, said 
Bulat. Repairs would cost in the 
area of $10,000 to $15,000, he said. 

According to Bulat, the fire was 
caused when a section of one of 
the overhead heaters collapsed and 
part of the element landed on one 
of the sofas. 

The heater probably overheated, 
said Bulat, “but they are supposed 
to withstand that.” 


The overhead heaters collect 


heat and then reflect it. “For what- 
ever reason, it seems to have fallen 
off,” Bulat said. 

Bulat has ordered investigation 
to determine if the overhead heat- 
ers are faulty or need repair. 

The area is open to pedestrian 
traffic and Bulat said the area will 
probably remain open during the 
repairs.

Nevin defeated Initiatives ’85 can- 
didate Donald Stanley by only seven 
votes. And this situation has many 
people questioning the pro: >dure. 

Deputy Chief Returning Officer 
Gunnar Blodgett said the counting 
procedure was “rushed” on Friday 
night and said none of the posi- 
tions were safe. 

“The results are quite likely to 
change,” said Blodgett. “We're 
going to do the whole thing over 
again.” 

According to Blodgett, a single 
counting of the ballots was a 
somewhat unusual procedure and 
it was his impression that as: count 
was ordered only after — veral 
complaints were lodged with the 
CRO. 

But Brings denied that any com- 
plaints were filed with his office 
and said the errors were simply a 
result of mathematical mistakes. 

According to Brings, a foul-up 

- with one of his staff members led 
to the delay in the 1 count call. 
Brings said one siaffer wok the tally - 
sheets home with him Saturday 
morning and it was Sunday after- 
noon before he saw them again. 

“That’s when we noticed the 
mistakes,” he said 

VP Internal Gord Stamp, who 
along with Brings reveiwed the tally 
sheets: Sunday, said there were 
many mistakes with the counting. 

Dave Koch, the campaign man- 
ager for Initatives ’85, said the 
counting irregularities were “phe- 
nomenal.” ;

paign Material 


RE: Third Party Campaigning — Generally 


The Gateway publishes the decision of the Discipline, Interpretation and 
Enforcement Board regarding the SU election jn accordance with the SU’ 


constitu tion. 


This matter deais with a complaint 
brought to the Discipline, Interpre- 
tation and Enforcement (D.1.E.) Board 
by the campaign manager of the 
“Yes” —CFS referendum committee. 
He is concerned about a decision by 
the Chief Returning Officer to clas- 
sify materials distributed by the Can- 
adian Federation of Students and 
Travel Cuts as being campaign mate- 
rial. He is quite rightly concerned, as 
the effect of this decision is to reduce 
the amount of money the “Yes’”-CFS 
committee can spend to advertise 
and otherwise promote its views 
during the upcoming referendum 
campaign. The Discipline, Interpre- 
tation and Enforcement Board has 
been asked to review the Chief 


Returning Officer’s decision, as pro- 
vided for by Section 14. (3) of Bylaw 
350. 

The D.1.E. Board Members have a 
great deal of difficulty in agreeing 
with the decision made by the Chief 
Returning Officer. The materials do 
not contain any reference to the 
upcoming referendum. The mate- 
rials do not specifically request stu- 
dents to support the Canadian Fed- 
eration of Students. The materials 
have not appeared on campus in any 
inordinate numbers, nor have they 
appeared in any extraordinary 
manner. While one paragraph of a 
Travel Cuts poster submitted as evi- 
dence by the Chief Returning Officer 
might be considered as being pro-

motional, the paragraph might just 
as easily be construed as being 
information. This is especially so, in 
view of the fact that the University of 
Alberta is amember of the Canadian 
Federation of Students, and the stu- 
dent body as a whole has a legiti- 
mate interest in being kept informed 
about the recent activities at the 
Canadian Federation of Students. 
Had there been, however, any evi- 
dence that the distribution of the 
informationalbrochures were part of 
a planned or organized attempt by 
the Canadian Federation of Students 
to increase support for the “Yes’- 
CFS side, this Board would have had 
no difficulty whatsoever in uphold- 
ing the decision made by the Chief 
Returning Officer. 

In future, therefore, decisions as 
to what constitutes a “planned or 
organized act,” as stated in Section 3. 
(c) of Bylaw 350, will be made with 
regard to the timing with which 
these informational brochures, ad- 
vertisements, and handouts make 
their appearance on campus, their 
numbers. and their content. The 
sudden appearance of a full page 
advertisement in The Gateway, or a 
flood of material or advertisements 
containing Canadian Federation of 
Students “information” onto cam- 
pus with three (3) weeks of an 
upcoming referendum would clearly 
be unreasonable and might easily be 
construed as being a “planned or 
deliberate act” within the meaning 
of Section 3. (c) of Bylaw 350. Such 
was not the case in the matter before 
the D.1.E. Board. 

The Discipline, Interpretation and 
Enforcement Board feels, therefore, 
that the Chief Returning Officer 
erred in classifying the Canadian 
Federation of Students and Travel 
Cuts material as being campaign 
material. The “Yes’-CFS campaign 
committee should be given its one 
thousand dollar ($1,000) campaign 
expenses, as provided for by Section 
9. (11) (i) of Bylaw 350. 

The Discipline, Interpretation and 
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on SU election campaigning 


Enforcement Board has also been 
asked to give a general opinion on 
the subject of third party campaign- 
ing. This isa matter that the Students’ 
Council should address, and the 
D.I.E. Board would welcome any 
amendments to Bylaw 350 or 300 that 
make it clear as to who should be 
classified as such, the types of activi- 
ties that will not be tolerated by a 
third party to a campaign, and the 
extent of the third party’s liabilities. 

In the meantime, the Discipline, 
Interpretation and Enforcement 
Board finds that the bylaws, as they 
presently exist, allow it to consider 
the activities of legitimate business 
concerns such as the Canadian Fed- 
eration of Students and Travel Cuts 
as being outside of the definition of 
third party campaigners unless and 
until it is shown that their activities 
and the materials they distribute are 
planned or organized so as to influ- 
ence the outcome of a referendum 
or election. Applying this reasoning 
to individuals not associated with a 
recognized campaign or legitimate 
business concern, their activities, if

shown to be planned or organized 
to influence the outcome of an elec- 
tion or referendum, will make the 
recognized campaign subject to the 
disciplinary actions provided for in 
Part V of Bylaw 300 or Part | of Bylaw 
3500. 

Whether or not this is desirable, 
the Students’ Union should decide 
as the bylaws necessarily place a 
heavy burden upon recognized 
campaigns or legitimate business 
activities to ensure that no unautho- 
rized, planned, or organized activi- 
ties are being conducted on their 
behalf. It is indeed conceivable that 
an innocent, recognized campaign 
could become a victim and forced to 
pay the price of a voided election or 
voided referendum all due to the 
unscrupulous activities of a third 
party that has taken it upon itself to 
“campaign” on behalf of the recog- 
nized campaign.

The first matter that will be dealt 
with in this decision is whether or 
not the Chief Returning Officer of 
the Students’ Union has the author- 
ity to determine for the Arts Stu- 
dents’ Association when the Asso- 
ciation can hold its elections. In 
view of Section 28. (4) (a) of Bylaw 
300, the Discipline, Interpretation 
and Enforcement (D.I.E.) Board 
finds that the Chief Returning 
Officer of the Students’ Union does 
not have this authority unless there 
are no mechanisms existent in a 
faculty whereby the nominations 
or elections of that faculty’s repre- 
sentatives may be brought about. 
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Establishing the mechanisms for 
electing and nominating represen- 
tatives is, therefore, fully within the 
jurisdiction and responsibility of 
the faculty. A faculty may be advised 
on this matter but not ordered. 
Secondly, due to the mistake in 
law that the executive of the Arts 
Students’ Association made when 
interpreting Suosections 28 (3) and 
28 (4) (A) of Bylaw 300, the Disci- 
pline, Interpretation and Enforce- 
ment Board has jurisdiction to hear 
this matter. |he mechanism where- 
by nominations and elections are 
determined is vested in the Aic 
Students’ Association general: 
meeting. The D.I.E. Board finds no 
reasonable grounds for the Arts 
Students’ Association executive’s 
decision to overturn the decision 
reached at the general meeting of 
January 18, 1985. The election date 
is, therefore, the date decided upon 
by the majority at the January 18 
general meeting: March 15, 1985. 
Finally, the D.I.E. Board would 
call attention to the fact that con- 
siderable confusion existed in the 
minds of the executive as to the 
date of faculty elections required 
by Section 28, (3) of Bylaw 300. This 
confusion was caused by amend- 
ments made to the section and by 
incorrect information given to the 
executive. There is no evidence 
before the D.I.E Board that might 
suggest the executive was motivated 
by anything less than good faith 
when it decided to change the 
election date to coincide with the 
Students’ Union General Election.

Should SU student employees 
who are members of the Canadian 
Union of Pulbic Employees (CUPE) 
local 1368 be allowed to sit as 
members of Students Council? 

“Yes. we should allow our stu- 
‘dent employees to participate in 
any political activity except in situa- 
tions where there is a direct conflict 
of interest,” says Christine Ens, VP 
Finance. 

“No. Having employees on coun- 
cil creates the potential for conflict 
of interest situations,” says Paul 
Alpern, VP External. 

The problem dates back to the 
summer when on Aug. 8, the Dis- 
cipline, Interpretation and Enforce- 
ment (DIE) board ruled that stu- 
dents who held part-time jobs (and 
were members of CUPE) with the 


SU and who sat on’council were in 
violation of the conflict-of-interest 
guidelines (Article XVI, section 2) of 
the SU constitution. 

There is also a.conflict-of-interest 
clause (Clause 3.a) in the SU-CUPE 
contract that states: “... itis agreed 
that employees shall not become 
involved in student politics.” 

At the Feb. 5 council meeting, 
Ens introduced an amending 
motion, written by Science rep. 
Ken Bosman, that differentiated 
between student and non-student 
members of CUPE for the purpose 
of changing the contract. 

The amendment said the CUPE 
contract should be changed to 
allow student employees the right 
to participate in all SU activities; 
however, the students could not sit 
on any boards or committees that 


Universities in debt 


MONTREAL(CUP) —Montreal’s 
four universities, their government 
funding stagnating, are borrowing 
heavily from the bank to try to 
maintain some semblance of qual- 
ity programming. 

By the end of the year, McGill 
University will have an accumu- 
lated $18 million deficit. L’Univer- 
sity de Montreal will owe a total of 
$16 million to the bank. Concordia 
Univerisity will be $11 million in 
debt. All of this debt has accumu- 
lated in the past three years. 

The provincial grant for all four 
universities has decreased in real 
dollars for the past three years, 
while enrollment has increased 
steadily. 

L’University de Montreal admin- 
istrators said last month the institu- 
tion has made all the “significant” 
cuts in services it is prepared to 
make. Jacques Menard, the school’s 
executive vice-rector, said any fur- 
ther cuts would be “irreparable 
compromising the quality of edu- 
cation we give our students. 

Both Concordia and McGill are 
still hacking at their programs, while 
_desperately trying to solicit money 
from the private sector. McGill has 
been quite successful, raising $46 
million in private funds over the 
past eighteen months. Concordia, 
with less wealthy alumni has raised 
$10.8 million in two. vears. 

Both institutions have been for- 


ced to find places to cut quickly 
after the Quebec government 
repeatedly scaled down its contri- 
bution for the 1984-85 vear. 

McGill has begun limiting access 
to ‘management and engineering 
programs among other programs, 
even though provincial funding for 
these programs has increased, asa 
means of ensuring quality. 

L’Universite du Quebec a Mont- 
real has less than $1 million bank 
debt but owes money to the Uni- 
versite du Quebec system. 


While UQAM is not stacking up 
a big deticit, the 156-year old uni- 
versity has been able to replace lec- 
turers, who teach half of the courses 
at the school along with full-time 
professors. The lecturers are cheap- 
er but contribute much less to the 
university. 

“The level of subsidies doesn’t 
let us catch up with the older uni- 
versities,” Louis Chaplain, UQAM’s 
asssociate director for the financial 
services, said. 


UQAM’s student council has 
been pressuring the university to 


‘hire more full-time professors 
. because the lecturers spend much 


less time with students than full- 
time professors do. 

Menard summed up the situa- 
tion at all four universities when he 
said last month: “the pedagogical 
quality necessarily is going down.” 
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negotiated with CUPE, or vote on 
any issues that affect the area they 
were employed in. 

Alpern, who along with VP Inter- 
nal Gord. Stamp and President Floyd 
Hodgins, was the object of an 
impeachment campaign led by 
students, (some of whom were 
either SU or ex-SU employees), 
pointed out that City of Edmonton 
employees must resign if they are 
elected to provincial or federal 
office. 


Stamp said his concern was the - | 


effects such an amendment might 
have on area managers’ ability to 
do their jobs when they had coun- 
cil members working for them. 

“Managers are not political. They 
should not be nervous about (the 
potential political power of) their 
employees,” said Stamp. 

In any case, both Stamp and Alp- 
ern felt the constitution should be 
amended before negotiating with 
CUPE. 

“Since contract negotiations are 
coming up on March 1 with CUPE, 
we should deal with that right now 
because the negotiations are a 
bigger hurdle than amending the 
constitution,” was Ens’s response. 

With regards to the concerns of 
political interference affecting area 
managers: “Area Managers must

be aware those are some of the 
risks,” said SU Business Manager 
Tom Wright. 

Wright wrote a memo to Stamp 
on July 27 stating that one of his 
managers’ concerns was: “They 
fear reprimanding or dismissing a 
council member as this may result 
in their own dismissal at a later 
date.” 

However, Wright’s feeling on the 
issue have changed. 

“We won't solve the problem (of 


political interterence) by restricting 
the rights of students who want to 
work part-time (as CUPE members) 
and who want to be politically 
active. 

“We must balance the concerns 
of our managers with those rights,” 
said Wright. 

Ens felt that either council as a 
whole or the speaker would be vig- 
ilant enough to prevent council 
members from placing themselves 
in_a-conflict-of-interest position.

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With the confusion coming out of the Returning Office, it is 
difficult to make any conclusive statements regarding the recently 
completed SU general elections. That the Returning office 
botched the job of counting the ballots quickly and accurately is 
obvious. It is a mystery why Chief Returning Officer Michael 
Brings did not call for a quick re-count with some of the races 
decided by less than ten votes. Hopefully the re-count will clear 
up the problems. 

Considering the “un-official” results, it appears students voted 
for less intervention by student government in their lives and for 
the fresh approach of new-comers to student politics. 

SU president-elect Mike Nickel and some of the other candi- 
dates for president stressed that they were not “political hacks,” 
but really students interested in student issues. Nickel is a new 
face on the block and this certainly enhanced his chances. Any 
candidate associated with the “political antics” of second floor 
SUB started at a disadvantage. 

It is obvious students responded negatively to anyone indicted 
as a “political hack” (remember Floyd and Andrew). 

However, it is doubtful all students want from their student 
executive is a fast food franchise and insurance coverage. Nickel 
will have to demonstrate leadership on more pressing issues in 
order to make his executive “relevant” to students. 

As well, the incoming SU president will have to demonstrate an 
ability to work effectively with two members of an alternate slate 
in order to make the SU executive a unified team. 

The results of the two referendums illustrate students’ dissatis- 
faction with student politicians intervening in their lives. The 
overwhelming vote against the SUB Building Policy is evidence 
studentsresponded to the argument that they were quite capable 
of governing their own lives. ‘ 

The decision to leave the Canadian Federation of Students is a 
result of the perception that the organization is not credible and 
has not accomplished anything as a national lobby organization. 

Or perhaps, it is impossible to make any conclusion at all. Only 
28 per cent of students voted in the elections. That may be an 
improvement, from last year, but the numbers still give the clear 
impression students are pretty apathetic about the whole thing.

The hosts of this year’s Western wrestling 
final are the University of Calgary Dinosaurs. 
U of A wrestlers travelling to Calgary for the 
competition ‘will be: Tony Bacon (112), Phil 
Spate (119), Mike Payette (126), Dave Judge

Prior to competitions, weight loss is a 
major factor that wrestlers must contend 
with.

Do you see yourself doing more work in 
movies, maybe acting in some? 

Yes, that was the whole idea behind get- 
ting this grant (from the Canada Council) | 
had this idea for a script since university and | 
had this thing lying around for eight years 
and always thought this would make a great 
short film. | thought “why don’t I see if | can 
just do it?” so | got a grant application 
together — which is a lot of work — and out 
of about 265 applications, they picked 35, of 
which I was one, so that was great.

It’s a black and white silent film for two char- 
acters, aman and a woman, living together.

What kind of characters do you like to play? 


| like playing people with a real strong 
sense of purpose or a real clear line. It’s easy 
to say that everyone wants to play a psy- 
chotic, but hopefully the character will have 
something to say on a bigger scale about 
something important — love, or things that 
affect us — somegody who is excited about 
then life. | don’t think anybody wants to 
watch a loser. People want to watch fighters, 
people in an impossible situation but who 
don’t give up. 
Is there a particular theatre you like to work 


at or that you get a certain teel for? 


Certainly the Phoenix. | always feel good 
about working there. I like the people who 
run it; it’s a theatre with real heart, even 
though they’re small. 


Would you like to do some TV? 


Eventually. It’s just that I’ve been so busy. | 
literaly haven’t stopped working since | got 
out of school. 


What attracts you to the theatre? 


| like to work in a company. That’s why | 
came to the Citadel | like the idea of a com- 
pany. | like working with the same people 
over three or four shows in a season because 
then you get to know people, you get to 
know how they work. And better work 
comes out of that, | think. 


Have you thought of working in the States or 
in. Europe? 

| don’t know. People in this country jok- 
ingly say, “my career, my career.” | don’t 
think you can have a career (as an actor). | 
think you can just go from job to job. We like 
to think we have stars, but | don’t think we 
have any. | think we have Juliette and Pierre 
Burton and Wayne and Shuster and Wayne 
Gretzky. Those are stars, but there are no 
Canadian theatre stars because even the 
people who are known in the east aren’t 
known in the west and vice-versa. So if 
you’re after stardom and an international 
profile, then go to England, go the States; 
you're just not going to get that here. But you 
can make a living and do your work. 


Characters doing not just thinking

Stewart Lemoine doesn’t like setting his 
plays in the present. “When you set your play 
in the present people expect you to make a 
grand statement about- life and existence,” 
said Lemoine. “You are excused from all of 
that if you set your plays in the past.” 

Unsurprisingly, Lemoine’s latest play 
Women in Bed is set in 1964. The play; pro- 
duced by Lemoine’s own theatre company, 
Teatro La Quindicina, and starring Stephen 
Ouimette, is being presented this Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday midnight in the Phoenix 
Theatre’s downtown space above the Bistro 
Praha on Rice Howard way. 
“Women in Bed is about a bed salesman ina 
department store and a series of women 
who come through his department,” said 
Lemoine. “All the women are contrasted, 
and are extraordinary in several ways.” 

Lemoine did research on beds and mat- 
tresses to write the play and eventually took 
the slogans and advertisement right off the 
beds “and straight into the mouths of my 
characters.” 


“What my play does is take and combine ° 


advertisements, filling in the details,” said 
Lemoine. 

Lemoine is trying to capture the ideal 
world advertisers are trying to sell. “I always 
wonder what life would be like if it was like 
the ideal that is projected.”

» A beaming Mark Baker succinctly 
summed it up: “It’s about time!” 
The Bears finally got their first regu- 
lar season victory, thrashing UBC 
91-79. 

Initially, it appeared Friday night’s 
contest was to follow the usual 
pattern; defensive, close and tense. 
However, as the game progressed 
Bears confidence grew. Their of- 
fense was patient and fluid. They 
worked the ball in and around 
UBC’s zone defense effectively. The 
Bears slowly pulled ahead and built 
up a 13 point lead by half-time. 

The Bears’ domination continued 
in the following 20 minutes. They 
continued to pile on the points and 
their lead grew to 21.

Mike Suderman returned to the 
Bears’ line-up in a big way.

The win was the Bears’ first in six’ ,

The Bears could not take solace 
in the fact that this one was close.

In the second half the Bears 
came out flat. Victoria began to 
press, and for the first time all week- 
end, the Bears became tentative. 
Offensive patience was forgotten 
and bad passes and low percentage 
shots became the norm. The result 
was lot of Alberta turnovers, and 
the Vikes capitalized. “Turnovers 
really hurt us,” said Kornak. “We 
lacked patience on offense. That’s 
been the problem all year.” 

The Bears defensive dam began 
to spring leaks.
